This  newest  attack  on  the  Naii  capital  came  on  the  heels  of 
I American  daylight  attacks  which  pounded  Frankfurt  and 
iSchweinfurt  and  the  French  airfields  of  Nancy  and  St  Dixier 
Before  the  British  disclosure  of  the  new  Berlin  raid  the 
German  Overseas  Agency  had  called  it  a large-scale  attack  in 
which  "many  high  explosives  and  incendiary  bombs  were 
dropped  by  British  bombers  all  over  the  city.” 

The  Germans,  who  had  offered  little  opposition  to  tfie  day* 
light  attacks,  responded  with  a raid  on  London  for  the  fourth 
successive  night.  The  enemy  planet  appeared  flying  in  several 
waves,  dropping  high  explosives  and  incendiaries.

U t)>«  Government  and  Parliament  ol 
Canada  have  the  time  to  coiuldn  aoyihing 
so  egtraneoui  during  a aiatr  of  wat.  would 
they  be  kind  enough  to  give  some  attention 
to  the  growth  of  straw  ballota.  and  where 
such  a trend  is  likely  to  lead  in  this  country 
both  now  and  after  the  war'  A straw  bal- 
lot IS  an  unofficial  reference  to  the  people.  It 
comes  up  with  a conclusion  from  premises 
artificially  arrived  at.  from  voting  the  public 
has  not  seen.  'Hie  straw  ballot  gives  an 
opinion  bereft  of  Us  sourer,  and  what 
opinion  M^iven  can  be  weighed’ 

Did.  the  Government  or  the  Parliament  of 
Cianada  ask  anyone  to  pass  upon  the  ques- 
tion of  who  sliall  be  this  nation's  next 
Governor  Genera] If  they  had  done  so.

Can.  say,  one  hundred 
people  be  quoted  as  speaking  for  Canada,  to 
the  world’  British  Columbia  solved  the 
question  of  straw  ballots  long  ago.  It 
banned  them  in  advance  of  a real  ballot  at 
the  polls.  Public  opinion  has  its  true  place 
in  this  country,  but  anonymous  opinion  i.s 
something  else  again.  Will  Parliament  at 
least  look  at  the  question  of  where  we  may
